For the upcoming \ear alone, the pro- 


gram \\ill hit $9,-577.826 and for tlie next 


six years would total 
nearly §40 million. If 
that wouldn't scare the 
daylights out of lax- 
^^—^^—^—^ payers, nothing would. 
With one mill tax levy producing about 
S220.000 a year, the bite for the coming 
year alone would be well over 20 mills or 
S20 per Si.000 of assessed valuation. Thai 
would more than double the present city 
tax levy and if that happened, there would 
be a revolt among the electorate. The next 
election would produce a sweep of City 
Hall that would break all records. 


Fortunately, it isn't going to happen. Ra- 


ther than 20 mills, we are more likely 
talking about four mills at the maximum 
and probably not that much. How can that 
be. how can a S9.477.826 capital expendi- 
tures program be reduced to a mill levy 
need equalling S880.000 or thereabouts? 


The reduction involves a vast number 


of things. It is a fact that the people of 
Lincoln, in one way or another, will pay 
for whatever they get. If the total program 
would be finally approved at $9,477,826, 
then the people of Lincoln would pay for it. 


The payment, however, would net be 


in the form of city general fund taxation. 
Nor is it likely that the total amount in 
the program, representing requests from 
various city departments, will utlimately 
be approved by the city. The mayor and 
City Council might well cut as much as 
$500,000 or more from the total requests. 
Yet. 8500,000 isn't much of a cut against a 
request of nearly S9.5 million. However, 
one must first reduce the S9.5 million and 
that is where the picture begins to bright- 
en for the taxpayer. For purposes of city 
general fund taxation, the S9.5 million can 
be reduced to about S2.211.326. The dif- 
ference is found in a host of the pro- 
grams involved. 


The program, for instance, 
includes 


52.024,000 for streets and highways but 


none of that comes from the cit>'s general 
fund. That will be funded with wheel laves, 
federal and slate aid and citx °as tav 
and lift-list' Ire receipts. Thus, thr pro- 
gram 
will !)r funnt'k-d tixuugh revenue 


sources alrrad\ established and already 
being paid b\ ta\pa>ers. That means no 
hike for cit> la\es in comparison with the 
prc\i(uis >rar. Another vJ45.0(HI is in the 
program lor sanitarv sewers but that will 
br paid fur out of the sewer tax iiu-onu- 
already being paid b\ Lincoln water users. 
Another $1.231.700 is in the program for 
Commercial Light Department improu-- 
ments but that will be paid for out of de- 
partment rc\enue on the rate structure al- 
readv being paid.

in the program for the coming year would 
COM $823,000 but that money would come 
from Water Department income out of 
rates as they currently exist jor Lincoln 
water users. Thus, there is no increase in 
expense-? there for the people of Lincoln. 


' Then, there is §2,500.000 in the pro- 


gram for Lincoln General Hospital, none 
of which would come from the city's gen- 
eral fund or constitute any increase in tax 
or other payments by the people of Lin- 
coln. Finally, there is $2:J6.K41 listed in the 
program for the Bennett M a r t i n Public 
Library, of which only about $125.000 would 
come from the city's general fund. 


Thus, the above reductions bring the 


program, for general fund tax 
purposes, 


down to a much more 
manageable figure of 
about $2,211,326. That, 
^^^^^^^^^^ still, would be a big 


tax bite but that isn't 


the end of the st^ry. The current city budget 
already has in it a substantial amount for 
capital expenditures. Considering t h i s , 
only about half or SI. 100.000 of the above 
figure would likely be an increase in 
taxes. If the City Council cut $220.000 
from that, which you can bet it will do at 
a minimum, the figure would be reduced 
to S880.000 or about a four-mill new tax 
demand. 


Even a four-mill increase isn't peanuts 


but when you consider such things as new 
fire stations, a new teenage recreation 
center and new swimming pool, it doesn't 
take long at all to hit a million dollars. 
And when you compare four mills with 
the 20 or more that might have been, you 
can almost smile about taxes.

Answers Are Demanded 


In Nebraska, in the Great Plains and 


in Washington, D.C., concern is mounting 
over loss of our people in the nation's 
great Middle West. A program will soon 
get under way in Gage and Cuming Coun- 
ties in Nebraska in which the University 
of Nebraska Extension Service hopes to 
further the cause of human resources de- 
velopment. 


The purpose of this pilot project will 


be to help communities marshal all the 
resources at their command for the kind 
of economic development that might sta- 
bilize the out migration of young people 
from their area. This week, testimony was 
presented by representatives of this ge- 
ographic region before the Senate Public 
Works Committee in favor of establishment 
of a Great Plains Development Commis- 
sion. 


The common objective in all these ef- 


forts is to provide sufficient 
opportunity 


to young people to keep sufficient num- 
bers of them in the region. The problem 
is a relatively simple one. The young 
person who can find no rewarding work 
in his career or profession in this area 
will move to an area where such oppor- 
tunity is provided. 


This kind of loss is one no region can 


afford. It means the immediate loss of 
the investment made by this region in the 
education of that young person. Secondly, 
it is a loss of that individual as an econom- 
ic factor of one in that region. It is one 
fewer job earner, one fewer customer, one 
fewer taxpayer. The problem, as we said, 
is simple but the solution will be more 
difficult. Finding that solution, however, is 
a need second to none. 


A Foredoomed Struggle 


Right now we are too absorbed in our 


own trouble spots in Viet Nam and the 
Dominican Republic to pay much atten- 
tion or understand the troubles break- 
ing out elsewhere. But the continuing ill 
will between Pakistan and India is re- 
sulting in a brisk shooting match in a 
place called the Rann of Kutch. 


The Rann of Kutch offers 
quite a 


military problem. A part of the year it 
is a virtual desert. The other part of the 
year it is inundated by an arm of the 
sea. It has virtually no inhabitants. There- 
fore, it cannot qualify for lurid atrocities 
against the civilian population. 


Some say there is untapped oil in 


the Rann. 
That could be a cause of a 


y\ar. But a better 
guess is that India 


and Pakistan are just blowing off steam. 
A real war would pick a better area. A 


gain of a mile or two in that desolate 
region is no better nor worse than a 
loss of the same. 


It wouldn't take much of a United 


Nation's peace keeping force to put an 
end to the shooting. But 
unfortunately 


the UN is not only short of money but it 
is also almost out of business. This af- 
fair, therefore, must find its own conclu- 
sion. 


Nature will be a great help. The mo- 


ment will soon arrive when the sea will 
move in. That would turn the engage- 
ment into an ocean war. But neither In- 
dia nor Pakistan has navies of any con- 
sequence. It figures then that the trouble 
must soon be suspended or transferred 
lo dry ground. 


For once Nature is strongly on the 


side of peace.

Murrow was a widely known and com- 
pelling figure in the American field of 
news and comment. Now he has passed 
from the scene. 


Murrow was a journalist's journalist. 


He was factual, dedicated and untiring. 
No doubt his successful career was a 
mixture of genius and good breaks. These 
are essential to such unusual success as

he experienced. But he had other solid 
virtues. He had almost a body shatter- 
ing drive. He was faultlessly 
objective. 


And he could conduct interviews or dis- 
cuss issues without forcing himself be- 
tween the subject and the object. This is 
unusual in a commentator who generally 
survives by personal appeal, appearance 
and a certain 
facility 
with words.

was as impersonal as a printing pi ess.

Murrow was an expert interrogator,

been a bitter backstage bat- 
tle in the House Agricultural 
Committee over the question 
of putting Negroes on local

The battle affects several 


hundred thousand 
X e g r o 


sharecroppers in the Deep 
South and could jeopardize 
subsidy payments to tobac- 
co and c o t t o n farmers. 
Northern Democrats h a v e 
been willing to go along with 
these rich subsidy payments 
for the sake of party har- 
mony. But the civil rights 
issue has become so impor- 
tant in the North that this 
support could easily be with- 
drawn and if so the farm 
bill would be defeated. 


This is one reason the ar- 


guments over Negro partici- 
pation in the southern farm 
program h a v e been 
held 


with no Northern congress- 
man present. 


To avoid leaks, Southern 


congressmen 
met privately 


with Horace Godfrey, h e a d 
of the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation serv- 
ice. 
Godfrey is from North 


Carolina. 
So is Chairman 


Cooley of the House Agricul- 
ture committee. P r e s e n t 
were representatives L. H. 
Fountain and Ross Taylor.

The debate was hot and 


heavy. 


'•Horace,

You set quotas for 
Negroes' jobs, and there's 
not supposed to be any quo- 
tas in filiing jovs. It's un- 
constitutional." 


Cooley referred to the fact 


that Godfrey had sent a di- 
rective to all local Agricul- 
tural Stabilization Commit- 
tees directing that the first 
vacancy on local committees 
be filled by a Negro: sec- 
ond, 
that 
temporary 
jobs 


during the summer be filled 
with Negroes until the per- 
centage of N e g r o e s em- 
ployed was equal to the per- 
centage of Negro farmers in 
each Southern state. 


H i s directive followed a 


tough report by the C i v i l 
Rights Commission pointing 
out that no Negro served on 
a state agricultural commit- 
tee in the South; and that 
only 75 N e g r o e s served 
among 37,000 members of 
community committees. 


There was immediate re- 


volt in the D e e p South 
against Godfrey's directive. 


"If you think you're going 


to get a farm bill if y o u 
s t i c k to that program," 
Chairman Cooley told 
his 


f e l l o w North Carolinian, 
"you're just crazy." 


'Most of those present at 


the inside meeting were old 
friends of Horace Godfrey. 
They had known him a long 
time. 
But they found him 


adamant on the point that 
Negroes must be given a 
voice on the local commit- 
tees which regulate Southern 
agriculture.

P ayin g tax es isn’t a pleasure for any­ 


one but it is a pleasure to find your tax 
bill lower than you had thought it would 
be. That is the position in which the people 
of Lincoln find them selves in 
regard to 
the 
city's 
capital 
ex penditure.'» 
program. 
This is the program that outlines city gov­ 
ernment 
spending for new developm ents 
over the nex t six years. 


For the upcom ing year alone, the pro­ 
gram will hit $9,477,826 and for the nex t 
six years would total 
nearly $40 million. If 
that w ouldn’t scare the 
daylights out 
of tax ­ 
p ayers, nothing would. 
With one mill lax levy producing about 
S220.000 a year, the bite for the com ing 
year alone would be well over 20 mills or 
$20 per $1,000 of assessed valuation. That 
would m ore than double the present city 
tax levy and if tliat happened, there would 
be a revolt am ong the electorate. The nex t 
election 
would produce a sw eep of City 
Halt that would break all records. 
Fortiinatclv, it isn’t going to happen. Ra­ 
ther than 20 m ills, w e are 
m ore likely 
talking about four m ills at the niax im uin 
and probably not that m uch. How can that 
be, how can a .$9,477,826 capital ex pendi­ 
tures program be reduced to a mill levy 
need equalling 8880.000 or thereabouts? 
The reduction involves a vast number 
of things. It is a fact that the })eof)le of 
Lincoln, in one w ay or another, will pay 
for w h atever they get. If the total program 
would 
be finally 
approved at $9,477,826, 
then the people of Lincoln would pay for it. 


The p aym ent, however, would not be 
in the form of city general fund tax ation. 
N or is it likely that the total amount in 
the program , representing requests from 
various city departm ents, will utlim ately 
be approved by the city. The m ayor and 
City Council m ight well cut as much as 
$500,000 or m ore from the total requests. 
Y et, $500,000 isn ’t much of a cut against a 
request of nearly S9.5 million. However, 
one m ust first reduce the $9.5 million and 
that is w'here the picture begins to bright­ 
en for the tax payer. For purposes of city 
general fund tax ation, the $9.5 million can 
be reduced to about $2,211,326. The dif­ 
ference 
is found in a 
host 
of the 
pro­ 
gram s involved. 
The program , 
for 
instance, 
includes 
$2,024,000 
for 
streets 
and 
h ighw ays 
but 


noue of that com es from the city ’s general 
fund. That will be funded with wheel tax es, 
federal 
and 
slate 
aid 
and citv 
gas tax 
and 
license 
fee receipts, 
rhus. the pro­ 
gram 
will 
be 
fiinneled 
through 
revenue 
sources 
already 
established

already 
being paid by tax payers. 1 hat m eans no 
hike for ei(> tax es in com parison with the 
previous year. Another 8245.000 is in the 
program for sanitary sew ers but that will 
be paid for out of the sew er lax incom e 
already being paid by Lincoln water users. 
.\nother .81.231.700 is in the program for 
C om m ercial 
Light 
Departm ent

m ents but that will he paid for out of d e­ 
partment revenue on the rate structure al­ 
ready being paid. 


★ 
The water .system im provem ent plans 
in tlie ju’ogram for the com ing year would 
cost $823,000 but that m oney would com e 
from 
Water 
Departm ent 
incom e 
out 
of 
rates as they currently ex ist for Lincoln 
water users. Thus, there is no increase in 
ex penses there for the people of Lincoln. 
Then, there is .82.500,(KM) in the pro­ 
gram for lancoln (ieneral Hospital, none 
of which would com e from the city's gen ­ 
eral fund or constitute any increase In tax 
or other paym ents by the people of lan- 
eoln. Finally, there is S2.36.641 listed in the 
program for the Rennetl 
. M ar t i n Public 
lahrarv, of which only about 8125.000 would 
com e irom the city's general fund. 
Thus, the above reductions bring the 
program , for general fund tax purposes, 
down to a m uch m ore 
m an ageab le figure of 
about $2,211,326. That, 
still, would be a big 
tax bite but that isn't 
the end of the story. The current city budget 
already has in it a substantial am ount for 
capital 
ex penditures. 
Considering 
t h i s , 
only about half or $1,100,000 of the above 
figure 
would 
likely 
be 
an 
increase 
in 
ta.x es. 
If
